LON DON. Dec, 12 — t INS) — G reat 
Britain lias moved to outlaw the forces 
of Communism and Fascism in English 
public life. 


A study of the Public Orders Bill 
now before Parliament today disclosed 
that Britain is contemplating tile most 
drastic steps < ver taken in a Democ­ 
racy to prevent the rise of a dictator 
by force. 


The bill, the principles of which are 
supported wholeheartedly by all the 
major political parties in Britain, is 
designed to sm ash once and Tor all the 
doctrine of totalitarianism which a a s 
been seeping into England from the 
rest of Europe, now rapidly splitting 
up inti* Fascist and Communist blocs. 


The ave rage Englishman has viewed 
with disgust and resentment the a p ­ 
pearance in ii is country ' I the forces 
of Fascism and Commun.„m. 
He has 
looked with equal disdain upon the 
black-shirted youths militantly march­ 
ing along his streets and the tatter- 
demailion columns of red flag-carrying 
Communists who straggle along with 
clenched fists in the air. 
The Britsih Government w as made 
quickly a w are of the attitude of its 
people when 
all 
classes, 
including 
many who were far from sympathetic 
to Communism, joined recently in p r e ­ 
venting a fascist parade in the Piist 
End of London by massing 
in the 
streets in protest. 
This demonstration of public opin­ 
ion. followed by the outcry in nearly 
all sections of the press, quickly led 
the Government to introduce the leg­ 
islation now before Parliament. 
Aimed at preserving 
the 
political 
freedom which makes Britain one of 
the last Democratic strongholds in E u ­ 
rope, this legislation, banning private 
armies and political uniforms, would 
prevent political groups from inciting 
disorders and smashing their way to 
political victory by physical violence 
rather than ballot*. 
As now framed, the bill provides that 
anyone publicly wearing a “ uniform j 
signifying association with 
any po­ 
litical organization or with the pro­ 
motion of any political object shall be 
guilty of an offense” and liable to ai 
fine of $250 or three months imprison­ 
ment. There is practically unanimous 
support for this provision. 
The bill also prohibits the organiza-
